Experience  in  Wales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  shov\f  the  value  of  maintaining  a 
high  level  of  immunisation  in  tho  population  against  certain  diseases.  In 
p2irticular  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough,  poliomyelitis, 
measles  and  tetanus.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  infection  has  also  proved 
invaluable.

Unit  "J"  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  was  stationed  at  the  neighbouring  Towns 
of  Llanelli  and  Carmarthen  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays  respectively  (except  Bank 
Holidays  and  August  month)  for  tho  service  of  the  general  public  who  wished  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  a Chest  X-Ray.

Specimens  and  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Olangwili 
Hospital,  Carmarthen,  and  to  the  Public  imalyst,  Carmarthen. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  ?l^gLF■:^RE  FOOD : 

National  Welfare  Foods  are  distributed  under  arrangement  with  the  Carmarthenshire 
Coxmty  Council.  The  centre  is  open  daily  at  the  Borough  Offices,  Kidwelly. 

HOFiE  NURSING-  EQUIPMENT: 

Sick  room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  for  patients  at  home  can  be 
obtained  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  arrangments  made  by 
the  County  Council,  A monthly  charge,  based  on  the  cost  of  the  item  is  normally 
payable.  Cases  of  hardship  receive  special  consideration. 

Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family  circumstances  and  the  costs  of 
the  article.  Equipment  provided  under  the  County  Council  arrangments  include 
air-beds,  air-rings,  bed  cradles,  bed-pans,  back-rests,  crutches,  urinals, 
waterproof  sheets,  etc. 

Requests  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  equipment  should  be  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

H0!£E  HELP  SERVICE: 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council.  The 
Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases  v/here 
the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the 
home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  in  receipt  of 
Social  Security  benefit  domestic  help  can  be  arranged  V7hen  needed  through  the 
Ministry  of  Social  Security.  The  Health  Department  collaborates  closely  with 
the  Officials  responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above.  The  area  organiser 
is  available  for  interviews  and  information  at  6,  John  Str..et,  Llanelli,  on 
Mondays  between  2,30.p.m.  and  A.OO.p.m. 

MENTIiL  HEALTH  SERVICE: 

The  County  Council  provides  the  service  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  people 
suffering  from  mental  illness  or  sub-normality  and  whole-time  mental  './elf are 
Officers  are  employed  for  this  work.  The  Officer  duly  authorised  to  take 
initial  proceedings  under  the  Mental  Health  Acts  for  the  provision  of  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  mental  illness  is  Mr. D. A. David, 
G-len-view,  G-wendraeth  Tovm,  Kidwelly. 

MENTAL  SUBNORI/LiLS : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment, 
supervision  and  general  V/elfare  of  mental  defectives.  Supervisory  home  visits 
are  made  by  a Social  V/orker  and  a Home  Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home 
teaching  of  mental  defectives. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a Junior  Training  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  V7as  opened  at  Heol  Goff  a,  Llanelli  v/ith  teaching  facilities  for  75 
children,  and  residential  quarters  for  12  children. 

Facilities  are  also  available  for  short-term  care  of  cases  during  holidays  or 
illness  of  the  guardians, 

CITIZEN'S  /g)VICE  BUREAU; 

The  Bureau  was  established  in  Llanelli,  in  temporary  premises  at  the  Parish 
Hall,  in  19^6  and  transferred  to  permanent  premises  at  A,  John  Street,  Llanelli, 
on  the  30th  March  19^7  - Office  Hours  - Monday  to  Friday  inclusive  - are  10, 00. a, m 
to  12. 00. noon  and  2.00.p.m,  to  A.OO.p.n.  (Telephone  Llanelli  5626). 

There  is  also  an  office  of  the  Carmarthenshire  Community  Council  at  l6a, 

Guildhall  Square,  Carmarthen,  which  is  open  to  the  Public  9«00.a.m.  to  5«00.p.m, 
Monday  to  Friday  and  at  the  same  premises  from  10,30. a. m.  to  12.30,p.m.  the 
services  of  Voluntary  advisors  are  available  as  a Citizen's  Advice  Bureau. 

V/vPOUR  GAS  DISINFECTOR; 

This  is  situated  at  Llanelli  and  is  used  under  a scheme  operated  in  conjunction 
with  Llanelli  Borough,  Llanelli  Rural  District  oed  Burry  Port  Urban  ’’ 

District  Councils. 
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S.  V.'  ^'ir.r^IHCUlVISTANCBS  OF  THE  jJlEA: 

WATER : The  Town’s  suppl3r  of  obtained  from  wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district 

and  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered  by  cast  iron  mains  to  the 
To’yvn.  The  supplies  consist  of  hard-waters  v\^hich  have  a high  degree  of  natural 
purity’-.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated  before  distribution  in  the  mains. 

CiigiL  SUL  SUPPLY:  This  yields  a minimum  supply  during  extended  drought  period 

of  about  12,000  gallons  per  day, 

MIMjAMDS  SUPPLY ; During  the  summer  months,  this  supply  is  used  to  augment  the 
Capel  Sul  Supply, 

C/iB  CEFII__SUPRjY:  This  supply  gives  a minimum  flov/  of  15,000  gallons  per  day. 

A gauging  chamber  is  provided  to  record  tho  overflov/  from  the  collecting  chamber 
vvhich  has  zhovin  a constant  floiv  of  10,000  gallons  daily. 

I'lAESCT/EIILLIAN  SUPPLY : 

This  is  from  deep  seated  springs,  tapped  in  a disused  silver  mine  audit  level, 
giving  a minimum  supply  of  approximately  3^,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is 
a storage  ta,nk  for  10,000  gallons, 

CIILORIM/JIOI^  SUPPLIES ; The  throe  supplies  are  constantly  chlorinated,  and 
chlorination  tests  of  water  are  taken  daily. 

CARIilRTHEN  r.'JBAL  DISTRICT^  COUNC^II^’^iirig^  SUP^  This  supply  serves  the 
Lynyddygarreg  and  Kingsv/ood  areas.  During  the  suimner  months  the  supply  is  used 
to  augment  the  Town’ s supply. 

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory.  21  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  exa,mDjiation  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Exaiainat ions  are  made 
b^^  the  Public  Hea„lth  Laboratory,  Carmarthen.  Samples  of  raw  water  from  the  above 
supplies  are  taken  by  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  for  examination  and 
analysis  by  the  Public  /jialyst,  Carmarthen.  The  v/aters  are  not  plumbo-solvent . 

The  water  undertaking  of  the  Council  was  taken  over  by  the  Llanelli  and  District 
h'atcr  Board  on  the  1st  October  1962. 

Scheme  completed  by  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  during  the  year  in 
Ividivelly  was  the  supply  of  ’water  to  a Housing  Site  at  Ferry  Road. 

In  connection  v/ith  the  Bx’ondini  Scheme  for  the  supply  of  v;ater  to  Kidwelly  trunk 
main-laying  from  Pembrey  to  Kidwelly  'with  reservoir  at  Five  Roads  and  Pump-house 
at  Felinfoel  were  under  construction.  The  provision  of  v/ater  supply  at  Pendre 
Housing  Site  was  also  under  construction.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956  - SMOIOB  /dl’.TE^ilENT ; 

In  1966  complaints  v/ere  received  of  smoke  and  fume  nuisance  from  the  turniftf  of 
limestone,  at  the  Lime  Kilns  at  Mynyddygarreg,  and  dust  from  the  final  process 
of  crushing  and  handling  of  lime. 

Many  visits  and  discussions  with  the  Management  took  place  at  this  time  and 
advice  was  given  with  regard,  in  particular,  to  the  type  of  coal  which  should 
be  used  to  minimise  smoke  and  fume, 

A suggestion  that  parts  of  the  crushing  plant  be  enclosed  was  implemented  and 
proved  to  be  effective  in  substantially  reducing  the  emission  of  dust. 

The  District  Alkali  Inspector  was  consulted  and  he  made  periodic  visits  ^to  -the 
works.  Twice  in  I967  he  met  Council  members,  together  v/ith  a representative  of 
the  Lime  Company  on  the  second-  occassion,  to  discuss  the  problems. 

The  t37pe  of  kilns  are  such  that  it  would  have  been  very  dilYicult  to  effect 
major  inprovencnts  without  great  expense  being  involved.  Such  measures  could 
not  be  reasonably  required  to  be  undertaken. 

During  the  year  28  inspections  and  observations  v/erc  carried  out  at  various 
times  of  day  which  amounted  to  many  hours.  It  became  evident  that  emission 
occurred  intermittently  and  the  greatest  nuisance  when  the  kilns  were  being 
fired.  The  nuisance  effect  on  the  residents  in  the  vicinity  depended  upon  the 
weather  conditions  and  wind  direction  at  any  one  tirae. 

Operation  of  the  kilns  continued  in  a satisfactory  manner,  having  regard  to  all 
the  influencing  factors,  and  all  precautions  which  could  reasonably  be  expected 
to  be  taken  to  m.inimise  nuisance  were  being  exercised. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES; 

There  are  ti^/o  public  conveniences  in  the  centre  of  the  Town  v/hich  are  cleaned 
and  disinfected  daily.  The  one  in  Station  Road  provides  for  Ladies  and 
G-entlemen  and  the  one  on  the  Bridge  is  a stall  urinal.  These  conveniences  are 
continually  being  wilfully  damaged  by  vandals. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  houses  in  the  Borough  by  motor  lorry 
and  is  tipped  on  the  Morfa  Mavjr  Embankment  and  Coleman  Tip,  The  vehicle  is  a 
Bantam  Karrier  with  a covered  top.  Refuse  receptacles  are  provided  by  householders 
and  business  poople  themselves. 

During  the  year  the  problem  arose,  in  various  parts  of  the  Tov.-n,  from  the 
indiscriminate  tipping  of  refuse  such  as  building  rubble,  garden  refuse  and 
general  discarded  household  articles.  Certain  amoun'fe  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
Were  being  deposited  on  the  banks  of  the  &?endraeth  Each  River,  which  flows 
through  the  Tov/n,  Many  investigations  and  enquiries  were  made  at  premises  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  arears  concerned  but  without  being  able  to  establish  the 
identity  of  offenders.  The  visits  served  as  warnings  that  the  situation  was 
being  watched  and  re-inspections  were  being  made  to  the  end  of  the  year.
